“I am convinced,” said Admiral Dou­ 
bassoff, “of the immediate necessity 
for the reconstruction of our fleet at

As M<*en 
w ith the naked eye the apparent space 
between the circles will la- a minute of 
are. T his space is plainly the limit of 
detail visible to the unassisted hum an 
eye. Now. it might la- supposed th at an 
insert, having a compound eye, would 
be able to see more detail than we can 
do in 
other words, could separate 
small objects closer together. 
As a 
m atter of fact, owing to the small 
aperture of the tenses composing the 
facets of the eye and the spacing !*•• 
tween tlu* facets, insects see less detail 
than we do. Dr. (I. Johnstone Stouey 
calculated that a dragon tty cannot see 
separately two objects which are plac­ 
ed less than one degree apart. In oth­ 
er words, to such all insect two silver 
coins lying on a table three inches 
apart and viewed from a distance ex 
ceedlng fourteen and one-third feet 
svould appetir as a single object. Bees 
and tiles, according to the same an 
thority. are stiil more limited In their 
ability to see the details of objects pre 
sented to their eyes. A fly could only 
see the two silyer coins above describ­ 
ed separately at a distance not exceed­ 
ing about seven foot.
